THE SILVER RALDERS, 
THEY DEPRECATE THE TRADE DOLLAR. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Dec. 18.—The Treasury 
Department has informatiou that San Francisco 
bankers have sent circtlars to Western manu- 
facturers, offering to supply them with trade 
dollars at 1}¢ per cent discount. Mexican dollars 
have also recently been sent in considerable 
amounts from New York. They are sold at 05 
ceats on the greenback dollar. There is said to 
be\a large supply of trade dollars at Sau Frau- 
cisco, as the bankers there refuse to take them, 
except as special deposit. The Director of the 
Mint has reeently received applications to coin 
a much larger amount of trade dollars 
on account of tbis demand West, 
but the of the Treasury 
is endeavoring to prevent any additional 
trade-dollar coinage, except for the purpose of 
exportation. He is understood to claim he has 
the power, under the act authorizing trade- 
dollars, to do this. He claims that trade-dollars 
are authorized oniy for export purposes. The 
Treasury Officials are also advised that several 
large manufacturers in Western cities have be- 
gun to use trade dollars. paying them out in- 
stead of greeubacks. 

TRADE AND MEXICAN DOLLARS. 

The Treasury officials give the following ad- 
ditional information as to the alleged movement 
of trade and Mexican dollars to the Western 
States. The supply of trade dollars is quite 
large. Last summer the Philadeiphia mint was 
asked to coin a few millions for exportation to 
Singapore, but 2,000,000 were actually coined, 
The San Francisco ‘mint also coined 2,000,000, 
and the stock in private bands is said to be equal 
to this. The coving statements as to the sup- 
ply of the trade and the brokerage put upon it 
is obtained from mint officiais: The banks of 
Nevada haye sent out circulars offering to sell 
trade dollars at reduced rates. They are quoted 
in San Franciscd at 944¢ cents. The remaining 
five and one-half cents is distributed something as 
follows: The broker sells them at 96, make 
L3¢ cents, or $15 per 1,000. The express com-

244 cents. Mexican dollars are being forwarded 
from New York to the West uuder contract for 
Ni cents.

NOTHING LIKE LEATHER. 
BOOTS AND SHOES FOR THE ARMY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnroron, D. C., Dec. 18.—Capt. John F. 
Rodgers, Military Storekeeper at Philadelphia, 
who has control over all the leather purchased 
by the Government, has prepared an exhaustive 
report on the tests made by the Congress of 
Tanners, which met at Philadelphia during the 
Ceatennial, on the relative merits as to dura- 
bility and imperviouspess to water of hemlock 
and oak tanned leather. Capt. Rodgers de- 
eides that oak leather stands the best tests. 
The Captain says: “While 1 think oak- 
tanned leather the best, and have no reasons to 
recommend a change in the specifications calling 
for it, I believe that hemlock leather properly 


tanned and curried will make good serviceable 
army boots.“ Capt. Rodgers recommends that 


should be accepted of hemlock leather, to be 
distributed among the troops and tested by use. 
If it should prove as serviceable as oak, a large 
part ef the appropriation could be saved. The 
manufacture of army shoes was first com- 
menced in the Military Prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth by the convicts, The present capacity is 
150 pairs a day, and the Governor of the Prison 
reports here that, for aslight outiay for machin 
ery, the convicts can manufacture boots and 
shoes tor the entire army.

“Both the Stephens bill and that of Mr. 
House were prepared under the auspices of the 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company. House and 
Stephens are both understood to state that the 
bills represent their views, and to deny that the 
Company had anything to do with them. While 
it is true that these bills may represent their 
views, it is believed to be susceptible of proof 


that the agents of the Texas Pacific Company 
took the bills, which have been introduced by 
Stephens aud House, to other Southern, mem- 
bers, who refused to introduce them, aud that 
the identical bills were subsequently introduced 
by House and Steph 

„The bill introduced by Representative 
House, of Tennessee, is a reproduction of the 
bill introduced by Lamar in the House last 
Congress, with this exception, that it omits all 
the Lamar bill which relates to the Southern 
Pacific Road. 

SOUTHERN PAOIFIG vs. TEXAS PACIFIC. 

% And when | use the expression Southern 
Pacific, itis proper to say that the Southern 
Pacitic and the Texas Paciile are irequently con- 
fused and confounded, whereas, the truth is, 
they are entirely different roads. 

The Southern Pacific is a corporation charter- 
ed by the State of Catifornia, of which C. E. 
Huntington is President. It p s to run 
from San Francisco by the way of Fort Yuma 
to ‘Lucson, in New Mexico, Huntington made 
use of the title South Facile at the suggestion 
of Duke Gwynn, hoping, by using that term, 
to receive the sup af Southern Repregenta- 
tives for his scheme. 

ONLY $31,750,000 WANTED. 

“The bill of Mr, House is the same as that of 
Lamar, with the exception just indicated. It 
provides forthe Texas Pacific Railroad from 
Fort Worth to San Diego. It authorizes the 
Company to issue bonds to the extent of $20,000 
per mile ou the whole road to be constructed, 
except overthe mountainous regions in New 
Mexico and Arizona (probably about 250 miles), 
where bounds are to be issued at the rate of 
$35,000 per mile. The total issue of these bonds 
for the entire road is not to exceed $31,750,000 
for construction purposes! The Company is 
also autborized to issue bonds to the amount of 
$5,000 a mile tor the whole road, to be retained 
by the Secretary of the Treasury as protection 
to the Government of the United States. All 
these bonds are to be indorsed by the United 
Sates Government. That indorsement goes 
only to the extent of guaranteeing the payment 
of the interest upon the bonds issued. The 
bonds are in fact the bonds of the Company, 
and the United States Goverument is in no way 
liable or résponsible for the payment of their. 
principal. | 
: THE VINITA BRANCH, 

„The House bill further provides for the con- 
struction of what is called the Vinita branch of the 
Texas Paicific Railroad, but otherwise known as 
the Atlantic & PacificCompaty. This branch is to 
intersect the Texas Patitic Road at a point no 
further west than the one hundreth degree of 
longitude, and is to run theace from the ‘Ladian 
Territory to Vinita, iu the southwestern portion 
of New Mexico. 

OTHER BRANCHES. 

„The bill of Mr. House aigo provides for the 
construction of a Memphis branch from. the 
Mississippi River to Jelferson, Tex.; also, for 
the construction of a branch from New Orleans 
to Marshal or Shreveport, It also provides for 
the construction ofa branch from Shreveport, 
La., to Vicksburg, Miss. 

“Tr all the branches thus provided for are 
authorized to issue the fame number of bonds 
per mile as the Texas Pacifle Company fteelf, 
the total amount of bonds authorized to be 
issued, the interest of which is to be indorsed 
by the United States, under this bill of Mr. 
House, will be about $69,000,000, 

ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS’ BILL. 

Alexander H. Stephens’ bill differg from 
that of Mr. House in this, that the extension of 
the Texas Pavific Railroad to the Mississippi 
River is left to be determined by a Commission 
to be appointed by the President of the United 
States. This Commission in their judgment 
will select a point for a terminus on tue Missis- 
sippi River, alter considering all questions of 
distance, cost of routes, and advantages for 
foreign and inland commerté. That point upon 
the Mississippi Kiver may be selected at any 
point from St. Paul to New Orleans. 

Neither the bill of Mr. House nor that of 
Mr. Stephenscan receive a majority of the mem- 
bers of Congress from the Southern States. 

SENATOR JOHNSTON'S BILL. 

„The bill introduced by Senator Jobnston, of 
Virginia, is one that expresses the views of the 
majority of the Southerm members, and pro- 
vides for the construction of a transcontinental 
southern Pacific Railroad from the Mississippi 
River, opposite Memphis, Tenn., to San Diego, 
rallel of thirty-second degree of lati- 


tude. The route selected in this bill is the old 
Memphis Paseo, orought into déiercpute 
by the 
BAD MANAGEMENT OF GEN. FREMONT. 

This is the line selected a quarterof a century 
ago by Gen. Gaines, which has been adhered to 
ever since as the most practicable line, running 
through the best portions of the Western coun- 
try, and connecting with the States east of the 
Mississippi River through the railroad svstem at 
Memphis. 

‘* Johnston’s bill provides for the issuance of 
$17,000 per mile over the whole line of the road, 
the total of the issue of bonds for construction 
purposes to be limited to $35,000,000. These 
bonds are to run fifty years, and bear 5 per cent 
interest in gold. This sum is not quite equal to 
that which the United States have already ad- 
vanced to the Union Pacific and Central Pacific 
Companies for interest alone. 

„A similar bill has been introduced by 

WILLIS, OF KENTUCKY. 

The majority of the members of Congress from 
the South will uot vote for the House bill or 
Stephens’ bill for the reason that ge! are op- 
posed to both bills because they believe tne 
legislation asked by both of these bills ig in the 
interest of Tom Scott and his associates, with- 
out any regard to the interests of the Southern 
States. N 

9 Stripping the Texas Pacific project, \as it 
has been hitherto presented to the publie, of 
all the enormous branches that have been at- 
tached to it,—and which mavvy believe have been 
attached to it simply for the purpose of com- 
pelling Southern Representatives n Congress to 
vote for it,—the bill of - Senator Jobuston au- 
thorizes the issue of bonds to the extent of 
trom forty to ufty milliens, aud asks the in- 
dorsement of the United States to guarantee 
interest only upon these bonis. The Johnston 
bill, I think, wili, for this reason, command the 
support of two-thirds, possibly three-fourths, of 
the Southern members in Congress. Many of 
these Southern Representatives believe that if 
the Representatives from the East and North 
opposes the passage of the Johnston bill they 
can do so upon no other ground than that of 
Opposition to all public works looking to the 
development of the South. 

SECTIONAL OPPOSITION. 

„This sectional opposition to the Texas 
Pacific Railroad 1 do not think will be able to 
control a sullicient number of votes to defeat 
the measure. Outside of the question of the 
fact that the construction of the road will be an 
act of justice to the Southern States, and would 
place them on a equality with the Northwestern 
States, the liability of the Government in guar- 
antecing the interest on the bonds, under the 
Johnston bill, will amount to no more annually 
than the actual cost of the transportation of 
mails, §troops, Sand munitions of war to the 
frontier. In no sense can this bili be said 
directly or indirectly to tend to add to the total 
amouut of our national obligations. 

A HINT TO TOM SCOTT. 

“The members in Congress from the South- 
ern States will be just as much opposed to sup- 

rting any measure that will enable Tom 

‘ott, or his associates, or any other company 
of gentlemen, to make a fortune at the expeme 
of the people, as will be the Representatives 
from the Northern States. 

“The total cost of the construction of this 
transcontinental trunk from the Mississippi 
River under the Johnsten bill is limited to

SI LVER ‘DOLLARS. 


Another Good Blast from Thurlow Weed— 
President Hayes’ Views Mistaken—Fraudu- 
lent Demonetization of Silver~The Bonds 
Payable Either in Silver or Gold—The East 
Ready to Join the West and South if the 
Bland Bill Is Defeated. 


New Yor, Dec. 14.— To the editor of the 


New York Tribune: Since the publication of 
my last letter in favor of the remonetization of 
silver, the question has assumed new and im- 
portantaspects. The President and Secretary 
of the Treasury have, in their communications 
to Congress, declared themselves against the 
full remonetization of silver. 
both are founded upon what, in their judgment, 
concerns the financial honor of the Government; 
in other words, the apprehension that a full re- 
monetization of silver would arrest the refund- 
ing of the public debt seems to be the control- 
ling consideration with President Hayes and 
Secretary Sherman. The President goes so far 
as to compute the amount’ which he thinks 
would be lost if the negotiations of the Syndi- 
cate be suspended. 

Jam greatly disappointed that both the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury have 
failed to preseut the silver question in its true 
light through Congress to the people. We had 
a right to exvect, from the highest executive 
and financial authority, an explanation of the 
causes which, in their opinion, render it essen- 
tial to the national honor to pay the national 
debt in money other than that which the Con- 
stitution and the laws of Congress made a legal- 
tender. Men whose opinions and actions are 
based upon the Constitution and the laws may, 
if reasoned with, consent to be more than just 
to the public creditor, but this concession will 
not be forced from us by being denounced as 
inflationists and repudiators, or in being 
stigmatized as ready to commit ‘robbery aud 
wrong” by voting in favor of the re- 
monetization of silver. As the public interest 
is likely to intensify rather than diminish in 
the future discussion of this question, I want 
to recall, demonstrate, and clinch two or three 
vital positions. First, let it be remembered 
that the Constitution of the United States made 
gold and silver coins legal tender, and devolved 
upon Congress the exclusive power to regulate 
the weight and value of both metals as coins. 
Second, as often as the exigencies of the Gov- 
ernment required a resort to loans, laws were 
passed authorizing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to borrow the sums required, making the 
principal and interest payable in coin. That 
policy and language, as will be seen by the 
following act, copied from the Statutes of the 
United States, was continued uutil the 
1870. The law which — July 14, 1870, 
follows: 

Act of July 14, 1870. page 244 of the acts of the 
second session of the rty-firet Congress: That 
the Secretary of the 1 is hereby authorized 
to issue in a sum or sums not exceeding in the ag - 
gregate $200, 000, 000, coupon or registured bonds 
of the United States, in suca form as he may pre- 
scribe, and of denominations of $50 or some mul- 
tiple of that sum, redeemable in coin of the pres- 
ent standard value and bearing interest, 
payable semi-annually in such coin, at the rate of 
5 percent per annum. Also a sum or 
sums not exceeding ; 300, 000, 000 of like 
bonds, the same in all respects interest 
at the rate of 4% per cent. „ Also a sum 
. . « not exceeding $1, 000, 000, 000 of Ake bonds, 
the same in all respects interest at the 
rate of 4½ per cent. 

In accordance with and ‘in obedience to the 
provisions of the above act, the Secretary of the 
Treasury prepared bonds by the terms of which 
the debtor and the creditor as borrower and 
lender acted understandingly. The lender paid 
Cold and silver for his bond according to bis 
interest or couvenience, apd agreed to receive in 
paywent of principal and interest gold or silver 
at the option of tue Government. The follow- 
ingisacopy of the indorsement of the bonds 
issuea under the law of July 14, 1870: 

The United States of America are indebted to 
—— of ——, Or assigns, inthe sum of —— dol, 
lars. This bond is issued in accordance with the 
provisions of an act of Congress, entitled An 
act to authorize the refunaing of the National 
debt, approved July 14, 1870, amended by an act 
approved Jan. 1871,” and is redeemable at 
the pleasure of the U nited States after the let day 
of September, A. O., 1801, in coin of the stand 
ard value of the United States on said July 14, 
1870, with interest in such coin from the day of 
the date hereof atthe rate of 4% per centum per

annum. yabie quarterly, on the let day of De- 
cember, arch, Juve, and September in each 
year. ‘The principal and interest are exempt from 


the payment of all taxes or duties of the United 
States, as well as from taxation in any form by or 
under State or municipal or local authority. 

Until 1871, therefore, silver and gold coins in 
the eve of the law, and between the Govern- 
ment and the bondholders, were of equal value, 
and equally a legal-tender. It was not then 
„dishonesty,“ repudiation,“ or ‘robbery?’ 
to pay our debts precisely as we agreed to pay 
them. But in 1873, after a suspension of specie 
payments, and when the question of resump- 
tion was in the distant future, Congress. 
stealthily demonetized one of the precious 
metals. No one asked for that change, and 
very few knew they had voted for it. We are 
left to infer its object by its effect. Gold con- 
tinued to bear a premium, while silver fell step 
by step, untii we are asked whether it is honest 
to pay our debts in a dollar worth & per cent less 
than a gold dollar. My answer to this questionis 
that the moment it was discovered that silver 
had been fraudulently demonetized the repeal 
of the law of 1873 should have been promptly 
and indignantly demanded. Silver restored to 
its accustomed position asa legal-tender would 
have recovered its market value, or, if by the 
new financial attitude of the Latin Govern- 
ments its value in foreign markets had been 
uniavorably affected, we should have been in a 
position to meet the question upon equal 
— But of this advantage we were sur. 
reptitiously deprived. The money-standard 
question is emiventy one to be adjusied by 
an International Convention. If such a con- 
vention should now be called, we go into 
it at great disadvantage, having voluntarily 
deprived ourselves of a standard recognized 
iu common with gold by France, aad used 
almost exclusively as money in India, 
China, and Japan’ In wholly ignoring these 
considerations, the Administration bas lost a 

reat opportunity. I waited anxpusly for the 
President’ ’s message, in the hope that it would 
advert to the fraudulent demonctization of sil- 
ver, recommending its restoration with such 
modifications as he might deem proper. I have 
long believed that resumption can be reached 
easily, and can be rendered permanent by the 
utilization of silver. This opinion is confirmed 
and strengthened by experience and observa 
tion. Silver has quietly and advantageously 
taken the place of fractional paper currency, — 

a currency by which, beside its inconvenience, 
the people lost many millions of dollars. But 
even subsidiary silver, precious as it is to the 
masses, offends the advocates of a gold stand- 

ard. A National Convention of bankers, em- 
bodying and representing, it is to be presumed, 

the financial wisdom of the country, utiani- 
mously adopted as the result of its delibera- 
tions the following resolution : 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Conven- 
Aion, silver money, as a subsidiary currency. le de 
sired by the people, and that ite free, and not 

‘enferced,"’ use will greatly aid im restoring the 
value of our paper money. 

In other words, the bankers say that, as the 
people in their ignorance “desire ™ silver coins 
instead of paper stamps, it is well enough to 
gratify them by its circulation among them- 
selyes, provided the banks are not entoreed“ 
to recognize it as a legal-tender. 

The bankers’ resolution reflects the spirit 
manifested generally by the gold advocates. 
This remark is especially true in reference to 
the press. All the bitterness of denunciation 
against paper inflationists and repudia- 
tors bas deen turned upon those 
whose offense consists in advocat/ng the 
restoration of amoney standard authorized by 
the Constitution of the United States, and en- 


oyed by the ple, under Congressional laws,

There is, however, one more chance left for 
averting evil. Toe gold men, if not lost alike 
to considerations of justice and duty and toa 
sense of their own true interest, will, after it 
nas been properly amended, accept and vote for 
the Bland Silver bill. In this way manifold 
dangers will not only be averted, but resump- 
ou and prosperi#y achieved. Should this last 
chance be lost; if the gold men persistina 
course which protects the hoarding and sweat- 
ing financial policy, they will becume responsi- 
ble for the consequences, Already, signal- 
lights are burning. ‘There is danger, t is said, 
that the Bland bill will be passed by constitu- 
tional majorities in both Houses overa Presiden- 
tial veto.

THE BATTLE RECORDS. 


Reasons for Their Temporary Omission from 
the Army Register—Letter from Gen. 
Sherman on the Sabject. 

Pittsburg Commercial, Dec, 14. 

There was published recently a letter from 
the Secretary of War explaining the reasons for 
his order relative to ti omission of the names 
of battles from the Army Register. This has 
been supplemented by a letter from the General 
of the Army, addressed to Capt. Hazzard, of 
Monongahela City, which is given below: 

HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 6, 1877.—/J. De P. 
Hazzard, Eeq., Monongahela Cily—My Urar Sin: 
Yours of Dec. 4 received. The subject has al- 
ready been disposed of by Secretary of War Me- 
Crary, in a letter through the press, which onght 
to be satisfactory to ail who fear that those in 
authority want to omit the battle records of our 
regiments. None feel more pride than we do in 
the setvices of the army in the great battles of 
the Civil Warof 1861-"5, which are already em- 
blazoned in goid letters on the regimental stand- 
ards, and will be cherished by the regiments long 
after the men are dead who fought in those battles. 

The printing the names of battles in the Army 
Register is modern, and has proven so fall of er- 
rore that it was found absolutely neceseary to dis- 
continue it for a short time, until certain princi- 

les could be established, and then the record to 
made to conform therewith. For instance, 
what amount toa battle? Should the presence of 

a single company entitle the whole regiment to the 

honor of the battle? Where two regiments have 

been consolidated into one, as in 1869, shall the 
new organization have credit for the battles of 
each? If the record of battles as contained in the 

Army Register is to carry honor. it should, of 

course, be titeraily true and uniform. The pres- 

ent record is constantly disputed, and therefore 
must be subjected to a more thorough reform. 

The matter was referred to me some months ago, 

and I committed the whole subject to Gen. W. 

D. Whipple, whom you will remember as Gen. 

Thomas’ Adjutant-General, Who. after long and 

patient study. became convinced that the present 

record was so full of errors that it should not again 
be published until the questions raised were au 
thoritatively determin The Register must by 
law be published by or before Jan. 1, 1878, and 
thie part of it must be omitted till the whole sub- 
ject can be revised by a Board, to be composed of 

Gens, Hancock, Stanley, and Whipple, so that 

thereafter the list of battles. which will again be 

recorded at the head of the roster of each regiment, 
will be literally true, and will satisfy all. You 
need not fear that we will drop from our history 
the great battles of our civil war, for they were no- 
bie struggies in a holy cause. With great respect,

The rumors to the effect that the ex-President of 
that institution, Mr, Endicott, hag Spencerized are 
looked upon with more credence every day. Re- 
ceiver Glover makes no concealment of his belief 
that Mr. Encicott has gone away for good and suff 
cient reasons, and what concerns him most just 
now is to get him back, hold a conference with him 
in the Directors’ room of the bank, and rain down 
volleys of questions and cross-questions at bim. 
When the Receiver first entered upon his duties, 
one of the first things he had to do was to look 
up the bills receivable which he found in the 
vanit. In the course of his investigations he 
discovered that the bank had, among what 
purported to be its property, some 528 
shares of stock, which appeared in the form of 
collateral to $53, 000 worth of paper, on which fig- 
ured the names of Mr. Endicott and his brother. 
The matter was explained to the Receiver by the 
statement that Mr, Endicott had been obliged to 
buy up the stock from time to time in order to pro- 
tect the credit of the bank. The Receiver was ata 
loss, however, to account for the rather curious 
fact that 415 shares out of the 528 were those be- 
longing to Mr. Endicott himself, and he is still 

uzzied to see just why it was necessary for Mr. 

zudicott to buy up his own stock in his endeavor 
to seek the bubble protection. Expressed in the 
plain English which the Receiver used in speaking 
to the reporter on this subject yester- 
day, the way he puts the matter is that 
when the bank opened Mr. Endicott had 800 shares 
of stock, which he had subscribed for and taken 
When the bank closed Mr. Endicott appeared as 
owving fifty shares. The only conclusion that can 
be arrived at was, therefore, that Mr. Endicott had 
sold back the rest of his stock to the bank, taken 
the money equivalent therefor, and left these 
notes. The day Mr. Glover completed these dis- 
coveries Mr. Endicott went away under the plea 
that be required rest, and r making the state- 
ment to his brother that he would teturn when 
wanted: When Mr. Glover learned s he sent 
word to the brother asking him to Wirnish Mr. 
Endicott's address. The brother couhin't do it, 
and from that time down to the presdnt nothing 
has been seen or heard of the en President. 
Mr. Glover notified the Comptroller pn the Sth 
inst. of the discoveries he had made, a uested 
instructions and permission to empl coup sei, 
The request was granted, and since that time the 
Receiver has been endeavoring to ascertain Mr. 
Endicoct’s whereabouts, with the want of success 
above indicated. The Receiver, as well as his 
counsel, Mcesers. Williams & Thompson, have about 
come to the conclusion that Mr. Endicoit has left 
the city for climes which he hopes to find more to 
his hking. Of course, it would not do to spread 
the above-mentioned discoveries before the public 
at the time they were being made. That would 
have interfered with the Receiver's purposes 
and the bank's interests, The sequel shows, how- 
ever, that the publication of them then could have 
done no more harm than it is likely to do now, the 
wary ex-President evidently having made his prep- 
arations to take French leave any way. 

ACCORDING TO THE STATEMENT 

of one well acquainted with the facts, at the time 
of the failure of the Central National there were 
standing on the stock ledger 525 shares to the credit 
of W. F. Endicott, trustee. This trusteeship 
seems to be of a somewhat impalpable character. 
It was aeserted by Mr. Endicott thai he bought 
these shares on behalf of the bank, but those who 
are in a position to know state that neither the 
stockholders nor Directors ever gave him any au- 
thority to act in that capacity. In fact, a strict 
compliance with the Currency act prohibits any 
bank from either buying or loaning money upon its 
own stock. It appears that several stockholders, 
who became dissatisfied with the management, de- 
termined to sell out. Mr. Endicott, in order to pre- 
vent the stock from being hawked about the street, 
purchased the blocks, large or small, as fast as 
they were offered, By doing this he sought to 
preserve ‘the credit of the institution. His pur- 
chases were paid fer out of the funds of the bank, 
and carried along on the books, by one of those 
clever juggles only known to expert bookkeepers. 
Some weeks before the bank closed he negotiated a 
call loan for $35,000 from the Third National 
Bank, depositing as collateral the shares of his own 
bank, which he heid as trustee. When the 

inch came to the Third, the loan was called in. 

r. Endicott then gave to the Central his brother's 
demand note for 8 5.000, signed by E. M. En- 
dicott, trustee. This was discounted, and witn 
the currency the note held by the T hird National 
was taken up and the shares released from pledge. 
These were subsequently turned over to the bank 
as collateral for the E. M. Endicott note. 

It is asserted by those who are thoroughly 
familiar with the provisions of the Currency act 
that Mr. W. F. Endicott's self-imposed trustee- 
ship will not hold water, aud that he is liable for 
the full amount of the stock so charged up on the 
books to him: his brother, E. M. Endicott, is 
similarly personally liabie forthe amount of the 
note given by him in his soi disant capacity of 
trustee. 

These violations of the Currency act render Mr. 
W. F. Endicottamenable to prosecution before the 
District Court, and on conviction be is liable to 
the imposition of punishment either in shape of a 
fine or imprisonment. Doubtless it is with the 
hope that the matter of the failure and its attent- 
ant circumstances will soon biow over that he has 
taken u 1 a — abode in the vicinity of the

“THE RECEIVER, 
under the circumstances, does not take such a 
hopeful view of the bahk’s affairs as he did at 
the first. Mr. Endicott fondly asserted that the 
institution would pay all the way from 80 to 100 
cents, and Mr. Burley, who looked over the books, 
took a eimilarly hopeful view of things.

THE CURRENCY. 


** COIN,” 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuHIcaGo, Dec. 18.—1 know that you must be 
overwhelmed with valueless of 
the silver question, and yet, at the risk of in- 
creasing your discomfort, I should like to add a 
few words to what I said in my letter of Satur- 
day in regard to the proper meaning of the 
word “coin”? in the bond. I do not think that 
there is any question as to the truth of these 
statements, that the Government has estab- 
lished a system of money whereby itself and its 
people may effect exchanges to measure * 
that the unit of this system is the dollar 
that this unit finds expression in both — — 
silver because of certain supposed or real pe 
vantages resulting from this double method of 
expression. Now, it seems to me that the mere 
form of expression is subsidiary to the thing 
expressed, aud the thing expressed” is the 
dollar,—the unit of values. The principal 
thing or is not the silver of so many 
7 ains, or the gold of so many grains, 

ut the dollar, which should be properly ex- 
pressed in oth the silver “Ay the gold, 
or else the Government's pretended double 
method of expression is a mere cheat. The idea 
of the double standard is that the mean nuctua- 
tions of two metals of value would be less than 
that of one, and that the unit of value, proper! 
expressed in the two metals and adjusted with 
reference to the mean — ml would be more 
stable than if expressed in either alone. Now, 
the very reason of the principle upon which the 
Governmeut acts implics an o ou that it 
shall properly adjust the different expressions 
of the dollar. This consideration does not ex- 
hibit the only folly of the Government if it did 
not intend when it established the double 
standard“ to keep the gold and silver dollars 
equal to each other. When it had estimated the 
vaiue of each meta! in terms of the other, and had 

suid that a certain value of gold and an equal 
value of silver should bea dollar, tt could 
readily see that a relative in the values 
of the two metals would soon be inevitable. Are 
we then to presume that it contemplated an ex- 
pulsion of the dearer by the cheaper coin? This 
would be absurd. It could only have been pre- 
vented bya a adjustment, and this ad- 
justment must therefore have been contemplat- 
ed. if this is true, then to say that the Gov- 
erumeént has neglected to keep the gold and sil- 
ver dollar equal iu value is only to say that it 
has failed to perform a duty, and of its own 
wrong it cannotin honor takeadvantage. There 
are some minor considerations to fortiffPand 
enforce this view, but, perhaps, enough has 
been said to prove that it is not absurd to say 
that the Government is in reason bound to pay 
in the coin of 1 value. Now, Mr. Editor, 
whether gold has appreciated or silver de- 
preciated I do not care, I am only contending 
for my position that the dollar nearest the 
„ standard value is the proper dollar, and it 
seems to me that logically my position is not 
far from the correct one. S. W. M. 

[The dollar that has least appreciated would 
naturally seem to be the dollar nearest the 
standard valuc.”’ Just now that is silver. Com- 
pared with all other property, gold has notori- 
ously appreciated since the panic. Compared 
with real estate, it has nearly doubled in the 
United States, and compared with labor and 
manufactures it has appreciated from 33 to 50 
per cent. Silver has not appreciated nearly so 
much, and it is, therefore, the proper dollar 
in which to pay debts and measure values.— 
Ep.]

The butter and cheese people are claiming 
a share of publio attention for the exhibition 
of dairy produots which was inaugurated in 
this city yesterday. The addresses of wel- 
come, the reports, the statistics, the discus- 
sion—all will be read with interest as show- 
ing how the West is holding its own in this 
important branch of farm industry. There 
is room for improvement, room to teach nine 
out of ten butter-makers bow to bring out a 
better article and realize an increased profit 
on their labors, and, inasmuch as this is one 
of the many praiseworthy objects of the 
dairy exposition, it deserves to succeed. 

Since the issue of the Circular Note by the 
Porte, it is explained officially that Turkey 
does not ask for mediation as a vanquished 
Power, since she still has two lines of de- 
fense, but that the Note simply expresses its 
willingness to consider the proposals made 
by the Constantinople Conference, and that, 
as the war began from Turkey's refusal to 
adhere to the proposals, it may be terminated 
on that basis. The trouble in the matter is, 
that, when Turkey refused to adhere to the 
propositions of the Powers, they withdrew 
and left her to settle with Russia. The latter 
Power, therefore, is the only one competent 
to make arrangements for peace so long as 
other questions are not involved. Russia 
drew the sword for the independence of the 
Sclavic races, and it rests alone with Russia 
to secure it, if not peaceably, then forcibly. 
Until Russia oversteps this limit, the other 
Powers are bound not to interfere. 


The tone of the advices from England this 
morning js decidedly belligerent. Parlia- 
ment has been summoned to assemble on the 
17th of January, and will be asked to vote a 
grant of money for “ such an increase of the 
British army as the present state of Europe 
demands.” By the journals hostile to Russia 
this circumstance is accepted as a notifica- 
tion to the world that England will not re- 
main a passive spectator of peace negotia- 
tions in which her interests are ignored or 
threatened, and that she proposes to be in 
readiness to enforce at the point of 
the sword any demands she may 
make when the time for adjustment arrives. 
This is substantially the view taken by the 
Morning Post and Standard, both Turk- 
ophile ; while the Tunes, which has through- 
out denied that British interests are or 
are likely to be imperiled by the 
complete triumph of Russia and the 
arrangement of a separate peace with 
Turkey, refers with covert sarcaum 
to the fuss-and-feathers policy of the Cabi- 
net, as evidenced heretofore by the dispatch- 
ing of a fleet to Besika Bay, and suggests 
that Parliament may conclude to relieve the 
Ministry from any further anxiety concern- 
ing the Eastern question by refusing any 
grant for an increase of the war establish- 
ment.

WHAT CREDITORS WERE LED TO EXPECT. 
The special organ in this city of the Hast- 
ern money-lenders is gracious enough to ad- 
mit that Congress has the right to attach a 
clause to the Appropriation bill repealing the 
act by which the silver dollar was surrepti- 
tiously demonetized. This proposition was 
made in the resolutions adopted by the recent 
Tabernacle meeting, and is intended to meet 
and offset the veto virtually threatened by 
the President in his recent message. The 
Times, while admitting the Congressional 
right to do this, takes the ground set forth 
in the following paragraph : , 
The thing itself is the vital matter, and to that 
attaches the great dishonor. The right rule for 
the interpretation of promises is correctly stated 
in the last number of the Nation, to wit: ‘* That 
what the promisor owes is what he led or allowed 
the promisee to understand or expect.” The thing 
that the Tabernacle crowd want Congress to do, 
and the thing that Congress seems very strongly in- 
clined to do, is to set aside this rule, and set up an 
obsolete law as the sole rule of interpretation. 
That is the dishonorable thing. The mode in 
which it is done is a matter of secondary impor- 
tance. 
We might accept the Nation's dictum that 
% What the promisor owes is what he led or 
allowed the promisee to understand or ex- 
pect.” But we challenge a satisfactory 
demonstration that, in any of the existing 
indebtedness in this country, outside of some 
few special contracts, the debtor led his 
creditor to believe that he should be repaid 
in an exclusive golé currency. It is not 
usual or natural for a debtor to agree to pay 
more than he borrows, except in the way of 
interest. The private debts of the oountry 
were for the most part contracted on a 
monetary basis that included greenbacks, 
silver, and gold. The creditors claim that, 
after Jan. 1, 1879, they must be paid in gold 
alone, and that between now and then they 
must be paid in either gold or greenbacks ; in 
the one case they drop one monetary agent, 
and in the other two monetary agents, which 
were available at the time they loaned their 
money, and they exact payment in a single 
currency which has acquired a value of from 
20 to 30 per cent more than the currency 
they loaned, by reason of the exclusion 
of the other currency. It ig pre- 
posterous to claim that the borrowers led or 
allowed the lenders to believe that they 
should be repaid at an advance of from 20 to

ernment at any time give the creditors to 
understand that it would drop one of the 
staadard coins from the monetary system, 
and thereby impart an abnormal value to 
the other for the benefit of the creditors. 
When this was accomplished, it was done 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
people, who were swindled for the benefit 
of the money-lenders. Just now it is the 
people who are demanding that this 
swindle be set aside, but the time 
is approaching when the money-lenders 
also will be satisfied that they are overreach- 
ing themselves. The savings-banks failures 
have begun anew, this time in the East as 
well as the West. There are more to come. 
Securities of all kinds are going on shrinking 
in value, as men are compelled to sacrifice 
their property. The time is not far distant 
when the money-lenders, having forced their 
debtors into bankruptcy, and loaded them- 
selves up with a lot of property which they 
are not prepared to manage, will conclude 
that they have put on the screws too vigor 
ously, and that their apparent advantage has 
been gained at a real loss. They will dis- 
cover that, in exacting from their debtors 
more than the debtors ever led them to 
expect, they. have been guilty of an extor- 
tion of a reactionary character, and they 
will wish they had not done 80. The ques- 
tion to determine now is whether the injus- 
tice and oppression shall be allowed to reach 
this paint, or whether it shall be arrested be- 
fore the disaster shall be so overwhelming as 
to include the creditors as well as the 


debtors.

THE COUNTY SPOILS. : 
There must be something about the at- 
mosphere of the County Building that is 
polluting,—or, at least, that portion of it oc- 
cupied by the County Commissioners. There 
are forces at work there which seem to be 
powerful enough to neutralize all the pledges 
that have been made and all the influences 
that can be brought to bear in behalf of the 
public interests. Certainly no sterner sense 
of responsibility could be impressed upon 
candidates for.the public office than those 
stamped upon all five of the County Com- 
missioners who were elected last fall. Every 
one of them must have personally felt 
pledged to the work of reform by the broad 
issue that was made between the Ring and 
the people. Yet ever since the new members 
have been seated, and we believe even 
during the time between their elec- 
tion and the taking of their seats, 
there has been a series of caucuses and 
consultations which have developed a dispo- 
sition on the part of certain members to 
prefer some particular friend or some special 
interest over the public welfare. Once, we 
believe, it was finally agreed to permit Mr. 
Tapor, one of the old Commissioners who 
had been in the habit of voting with the 
Ring, to dictate the principal appointments, 
but this was abandoned. Then it was dis- 
covered that Mr. Merz, who had been elect- 
ed as a Republican and Reformer, was 
caucuaing with the Democratic Ring 
members. It is certain that this Mr. Merzr 
voted with the anti-Reform element on the 
question of postponing the election of coun- 
ty officers, and the inference is that he was 
prepared to vote. with them im rushing 
through their slate. The dissatisfaction 
of one of the old members who had been 
in the habit of voting with the Ring 
(Comit) was apparently all that prevented 
the realization of the programme to admin- 
ister the county affairs in the future on the 
same plan as in the past. Commissioner 
Meyer's explanation of his action is alto- 
gether unsatisfactory. He says that he was not 
elected by Republican votes, and that conse- 
quently he has a right to caucus with the 
Democrats; but he was elected by Republican 
votes and anti-Ring Democrats, and hence 
he has no right to affiliate with the old ma- 
jority in the Board. He cannot hope to re- 
tain the respect or confidenco of the com- 
munity and proceed in the way he has started 
out. j 
The choice of county officers now goes 
over until next Monday. There is another 
week for caucusing and bargaining, if the 
Commissioners choose to employ the time in 
that fashion. It is to be hoped, however, 
that all those who are in favor of an abso- 
lute and sweeping reform will refuse to en- 
ter into any combinations or bargains which 
will defeat that purpose. If there is still to 
be a Ring in the County Board, it is better 
that it should be the old Ring than a new 
one, for then the people will know what 
to expect, and can fight it in the 
future as in the past. A clean 
reformation is demanded, and if that cannot 
be achieved, it is desirable to know just what 
Commissioners are responsible for the failure. 
The proper way to proceed will be that sug- 
gested by Mr. Wann at the last meeting, 
viz.: That the Board consider nominations 
in the Committee of the Whole, so that the 
relative qualifications and disqualifications of 
the various candidates can be fully discussed, 
and every member of the Board may then 
vote intelligently on the final appointments. 
The motive which should properly govern 
every individual member of the Board was 
expressed by Mr. Crzanx, who said he was 
prepared to vote for Republicans and Demo- 
crate, but under no circumstances for any 
other than good men. We only wish we 
could be sure he meant precisely what he 
said. At all events, the appointments must 
be made in such à manner as will hold every 
member of the Board personally responsible 
for his own action, without any reference to 
cliques, combinations, or bargains. 


OUR NEW WHEAT-COMPETITOR. 

British India has severul times made up 
deficiencies of agricultural products in other 
parts of the world. It did so during the 
Crimean war, when the supply of Russian 
jute failed ; and again during the American 
War, when the exports of Indian cotton rose 
at a bound from 200,000,000 to 800,000,000 
pounds per annum. Western Europe now 
wants wheat, and India has gone into wheat- 
giowing. An article in the last number of the

It collects the crops of the northwest- 
ern provinces and Behar and sends them 
down the river to Caloutta, whence they are 
taken by way of the Suez Canal to 
The exportable produce of the central 
provinces, which is said to be capable of in- 
definite expansion, is sent to Bombay, and 
the wheat of the Punjaub is floated down 
the Indus to Kurrachee. When a thorough 
system of railroad communication is opened 
up, Kurrachee will probably be a formid. 
able rival of Bombay in commercial 
importance. The inefficiency of the rail- 
roads, indeed, is the main obstacle 
to the development of the wheat traflic. 
Cheap transportation is as much a question 
of the hour in India as in Iowa or Minne- 
sota. The difference is that the Government 
there is more actively in sympathy with the 
agricultural classes than it is with us, and 
the efforts to reduce rates and increase the 
bulk of freights carried promise to be suc- 
cessful at an early day. It has been found 
that the average price of wheat in the pro- 
ducing districts of India is $27.50 per ton, 
and in England about $56 per ton. It must, 
therefore, be profitable to export Indian prod- 
uce 80 long as the cost of carriage does not 
double the value of the raw produce. The 
average carriage and freight combined, with 
a small allowance for insurance and other 
charges, cannot be set down at less than $25 
per ton. The average selling-price of a ton 
of Indian wheat in the English markets is 
$56. The average cost to the importer is 
$52.50. The profit per ton is, therefore, 
hardly more than 6 per cent. The fact that 
the trade has prospered and grown to im- 
mense proportions on so small a margin 
of profits is evidence that it rests upon a 
sound basis. The speculative rise in wheat 
has, of course, been felt in India, and a part 
of the profit resulting from it has been en- 
joyed by the producers of that country. 
But even without this advantage the trade 
has flourished and will continue to flourish. 
The importance of India as a competitor 
of the United States in wheat-growing is 
established by figures. Cawnpore stands in 
about the same relation to Liverpool as St. 
Paul, and, as the means of communication 
between the interior of India and the sea- 
board are improved, the wheat of that coun- 
try will be as much in demand as our own. 
But there need beno immediate apprehension 
of a failure in the market for American 
wheat. Although the farmers of India have 
the advantage of the cheapest labor in the 
world, they have not carried the cultiva- 
tion of the soil to the high state of ef- 
ficiency which prevails in this country. 
They have neither the machinery nor the 
methods of American farmers to work with, 
and they have still to gain the experience 
which is basis of success in wheat-grow- 
ing as in every other form of agricultural 
enterprise. The first effect of the Indian 
supply in g@@reat Britain, moreover, is not to 
shut out erican wheat, but to diminish 
the production of wheatin England. This 
remarkable phenomenon is attended by an- 
other still more noticeable, namely, an in- 
crease in the annual consumption of wheat 
in the British Islands. Mr. James Camp, in 
his recent address to the Social Science Con- 
gress at Aberdeen, stated that in a 
period of sixteen years before 1868 the 
average rate of consumption of wheat 
increased, each person having during the 
first eight years used 311 pounds of wheat 
and during the last eight years 355 pounds. 
In the first of these periods, from 1852 to 
1860, the consumption per capita of home- 
grown wheat was 232 pounds, and of foreign 
wheat 79 pounds. During the second period 
these proportions were changed. The home- 
grown wheat consumed by. each person is 
now 158 pounds, and the foreign 183 pounds. 
Until England and other European countries 
are entirely driven out of the markets as 
wheat-growers, the United States, Russia, 
and India will be the principal competitors 
for the trade of the wheat-consuming na- 
tions. 


TELEGRAPHIC PROGRESS. 
The introduction of the American quadru- 


plex system of telegraphy iu England is 
made by the London Zimes the occasion of 
a review of telegraphic progress in recent 
years. The article of the Tunes appropri- 
ates the whole credit of the invention of the 
telegraph for an Englishman, and describes 
the Morsz system only as an improvement 
of Cooxcz’s and Waeatstonre’s! This is, to 
say the least, an inaccurate statement of the 
facts. Practical telegraphy originated in 
this country, and nearly every improvement 
in the instrument now generally in use was 
made or suggested by an American. There 
is, indeed, no modern invention which is 
in its origin and development more purely 
American than the telegraph; and there is 
certainly none for which Europe owes this 
country solarge a debt of gratitude. The 
Times is compelled in the end to admit as 
much, although it makes the contrary as- 
sumption in the beginning of its review. 
It would have been more handsome and 
more candid if it had started with the truth 
and adhered to it throughout. 

Practical telegraphy dates from the year 


hibited in New York and Waxarstone’s in 
England. The same year Mons applied for 
a caveat at our Patent Office and Waerat- 
sTONE took out a patent in England. The 
principles of Monsz's system were all in his 
first instrument. He required only a single 
wire, and designed by an ingenious combina- 
tion of dots and dashes a complete alphabet. 
Wazarsroxx, on the other hand, employed 
five or six wires and five magnetic needles. 
There can scarcely be any question as to 
which of these systems was the more valua- 
ble. Monsz's instrument has survived to the 
present day, and passed into use all 
over the world. As the writer in 
the Times well says: The Morse alpha- 
bet is probably the only language about 
which the nations of all the world are 
agreed. Dots and dashes ere ag well under- 
stood at Teheran as in New York or Lon- 
don.” The original Wararstonz instru- 
ment, on the other hand, has been im- 
proved” out of existence. The automatic 
Waueatstong, which has superseded the old 
double-wire and needle arrangement, is “‘a 
fast-speed application of the Mons system.” 
It is, in comparison with the original “A 
B C” telegraph of Wuxatstronz and Coors. 
a new invention; and the principles which 
are embodied in it are seen to better advan- 


e. one. It is immaterial 
whether six wires were put in practical 
operation before the one or not. Monrsz 
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vention was the result of independent re- 
search. Entirely aside from the question of 
priority in idea lies the fact that his instru- 
ment was practically so far in advance of 
Waearstonz’s and Cooxs’s as to be a distinct 
invention; Americans were the first to make 
the telegraph do useful work. Nor was 
the machine itself the only important 
contribution made by Morsz to the art of 
telegraphy. His alphabet was a separate in- 
vention. All the world now acknowledges 
its usefulness in the most emphatic manner 
by employing it. The sounder is another 
American invention, by means of which 
messages are read by ear as fast as delivered. 
The printer of Hueues, which the London 
Times itself employs in its daily operations, 
is still another American invention. By its 
means the Times is able to present its read- 
ers daily with several columns of foreign news 
telegraphed direct from Paris and Vienna, 
and set up from the printed slip of paper 
without previous transcription or prepara- 
tion of any kind. The duplex, by which two 
messages are sent in opposite directions on 
the same wire at the same time, and the 
quadruplex, which sends four messages— 
two in each direction—at the same time, are 
also American inventions. So with the 
wonderful telephone, the possibilities of 
which are just beginning to be understood, 
and which may in time supersede the pres- 
ent telegraphic apparatus altogether. 

The Times asserts, in concluding its review, 
that England bardly stands where she did in 
relation to telegraphy. The cradle of the 
electric telegraph (7), so to speak, she has 
gradually fallen behind the younger country, 
which thirty years ago sent us the Monaz in- 
strument, and in these later years has sent us 
the duplex and quadruplex telegraphs.” The 
writer of the review in question would have 
saved himself trouble if he had started with 
the truth: that America, not England, was 
the cradle of the electric telegraph.” Then 
he might have come honestly to the conclu- 
sion that England does stand to-day where 
she always has stood in this important mat- 
ter,—a grumbling imitator of America. En- 
gland has glory enough, and to spare. She 
can only cast suspicion upon that which 
properly belongs to her by laying claim to 
that which has been awarded, by universal 
consent, to another country and nation.

EUROPEAN NAVIES. 
Referring to recent articles in Taz Ontca- 


do Trisune upon the European navies, a 
correspondent writes to inquire whether 
Germany is powerful enough to dominate 


the waters of Northern Europe; whether | 


Russia, in possession of the Turkish fleet 
and in alliance with Germany, could control 
the waters of Southern Europe; and wheth- 
er the naval superiority of England has 
become so much a mere legend of the past 
that it must necessarily melt away before 
the combined fleets of Germany and Rus- 
sia.” Our correspondent puts these ques- 
tions upon the inferencé that Taz Trisunez 
had assumed the affirmative of them, which 
was hardly warranted by the articles in ques- 
tion. His letter, however, will enable us to 
state the matter in clearer detail. N 
There is no doubt that England possesses 
the strongest navy in the world, both in the 
number and tonnage of her vessels and in 
weight of armament. The Statesman’s Year- 
Book, which is the only official source of in- 
formation we have at hand, shows that at 
the close of 1876 the iron-clad fleet consisted 
of 58 ships, of which number 47 are efficient. 
8 intended for the defemge of the colonies, 
and 8 inefficient. These iron-clads are di- 
vided into five classes, the Inflexible, Dread- 
naught, Devastation, and Thunderer belong- 
ing to the first. These have from 16 to 24 
inch armor, and carry four 35-ton guns, one 
of them carrying four 81-ton guns. The 
armor and guns of the remainder vary until 
the minimum is reached in the lowest of the 
fifth class, which have 44-inch armor and 
eighteen 6$-ton guns. We make no account 
of the unarmed vessels, which would prob- 
ably increase the number in actual commis- 
sion to over 240. In 1875 the total navy was 
241. Thesame authority states that at the 
close of 1876 Germany had 11 iron-clads, 
which number is now increased to 16, 
as 5 have been constructed within the 
past year. The most powerful of these have 
10-inch armor and carry eight 22-ton guns 
and one 18-ton gun, while some of the others 


carry four 26-ton guns and two 21-ton guns. 


At the end of March, 1876, the Russian navy 
comprised twenty-nine iron-clads, the most 
powerful vessel, the Peter the Great, carry- 
ing four 85-ton guns, At the end of 1875 
the Turks had twenty iron-clads. The two 
largest have 12-inch armor, carry a battery 
on the main deck of twelve 18-ton guns, six 
20-pounders on the upper deck, and two 6- 
ton guns forward and one aft. The number 
of seamen in the English service is 61,000; 
in the German, 7,200; in the Russian, 9,000; 
in the Turkish, 34,000. The above com- 
prises the naval status of the four Powers a 
year ago. While Germany, Russia, and 
Turkey have in the aggregate seven more 
iron-clads than England, the great superi- 
ority of the latter consists in the strength of 
her vessels and the immense preponderance 
in the weight of calibre of their armaments, 
and a further test of Ler superiority is shown 
by the majority of nearly 10,000 seamen 
over the other three Powers. 

In applying these figures to the question 
of superiority of one’ nation or the other as 
a naval power, there can be no question that 
on the open sea England could safely chal- 
lenge the combined navies of the other 
three. The inferences sought to be drawn 
in previous articles, however, did not touch 
this question, or contemplate such an emer- 
gency, which might never occur. There are 
two other features of the case more to the 
point. The first of these is that Germany, 
by the great increase of her naval 
strength during the past three or four years, 
aided by the natural formation of her 
coasts both on the German and Baltic Seas, 
and by the adaptation of that fleet to coast 
defense, has completely secured immunity 
from danger even from the English fleet. It 
will be remembered that during the Franco- 
German war the French fleet, though vastly 
outnumbering the German, could make no 
more impression upon the German coast line 
than the English did when Narre threatened 
the Russian coast. The London Time 
calls attention to this very point in a recent 
article, and says: ‘The point in which we

If subsidiary silver coins, worth 
only 85 cents of what the Journal calls the 
real dollar,“ have a purchasing power of more 
than 97 per cent of gold, by reason of being a 
legal-tender fora trifling amount, is it not the 
silliest of nonsense to say that a full silver dol- 
lar and unlimited legal-tender would only be 
worth 91 cents? Why call the American silver 
dollar worth only 91 cents when there is no 
such coin in existence at this time? Remone- 
tize that doliar, making it a full legal-tender, 
aud it will not be quoted at a discount. Gold 
will quickly come down to its level. There isa 
corner on gold now; but re-establish the silver 
standard, and that corner will be brokea very 
quickly, and prices will resume their proper and 
normal values. Gold is now abnormality dear, 
and property aud wages artificially cheap. With 
only one precious-metal standard, this is just 
what might be expected. There is not enougu 
gold to balance the property. If gold had 
been demonetized, how much would it be 
worth? Then it would be down and silver up, 
and the Journal would be babbling fol-de-rol“ 
against making gold an unlimited legal-tender. 


The flancurs of Paris found a new and agree- 
able topic in the visit of Gen. Grant to the 
Freneh Capital.

I have nothing to retract of 
what I then said.“ What Hoco had written 
Was a most savage poetical onslaught on GRANT, 
and the cause of it was that just at the close of 
the Franco-Prussian war, when Kaiser WII 
WELM was riding at the head of his victorious 
legions into Paris, there was a rumor that 
Grant had sent the Emperor a message of con- 
gratulation, or, as the Gaulois terms it, be 
prostrated himself before victorious Prussia, 
and dared to vilify the hnmbled and defeated 
France in an insulting message which ought 
not to be so soon forgotten.“ Just how much 
truth there Was in the rumor eannot, of course, 
be known unless Gen. GRANT chooses to open 
his lips and give the true version of the affair. 
It is certain that HUdo did write a poem about 
him, and it was in the poet’s most stinging and 
offensive style. It is equally certain that the 
ex-President’s stay in Paris has been much 
shorter than was anticipated.

JUGGED FOR LIBEL. 


Two Pennsylvania Editors Languishing in 
Jail. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 18.—In the libel 
cases of the Commonwealth against Woodward 
and Dorin, publishers of the Wilkesbarre Sun- 
day News, a new trial was refused this after- 
noon, and the prjsoners sentenced as follows: 
For libeling George B. Kulp, each was sen- 
tenced to $700 fine, the costs of the prosecu- 
tion, and imprisonment in the County Jail for 
ten months; for libeling Sheriff Kirkendall, 
the same penalty. Kulp is the editor of the 
Luzerne Legal Kegister, and is ex-counsel to the 
Commissioners ot Luzerne County, who were 
convicted of frauds, and are now serviog out 
imprisonment. Kulp was called a thief and 
charged with complicity in the irregularities. 

The libel upon Sheriff Kirkendall was in 
charging him with perjury in having taken the 
oath of office after using money for election 
purposes. 

{n passing sentence Judge Handley said that, 
when editors are charged with libel upon a pub- 
lic official, one of two courses és to be pursu 
to acknowledge the fault and ask the mercy o 
the Court, when a mere nominal sentence wi 
be imposed, and they will be told to go aud sin 
no more, or they may attempt to 
justify dy  establishin the truth of 
their charges. If they fail in this, 
they must expect a severer measure of punish- 
ment to be meted ont. The Judge said 
doors for evidence bad been thrown wide open, 
and every opportunity was given the defend- 
ants to prove their assertions. Having failed 
in this, they must take the consequences, which 
would have been of even greater severity hai 
the jury not recommended them to mercy. 
The unfortunate editors recetved the seutence 
with marked surprise, as did the public, who 
anticipated no such extreme punishment, and 
were given into the custody of Sheriff Kirken- 


dall, who proceeded to deposit the bodies of 


his Hbelers in the County Prison. It is an- 

nounced that the editorial headquarters have 

been transferred to Cell No. 40, ana that there 

will be no interruption of the paper.

LOCOMOTIVES. 


America Gets a Few of the Three Hundred 
Russian Engines to Build. 
Svectal Dievatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Punani, Dee. 18.—It was stated in 
your dispatches last month that a member of 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works Company had 
sailed for Russia to make inquiries in regard to 
a cable dispatch received about the building of 
a large number of locomotives. Yesterday the 
firm received from their agent, Mr. Parry, direc- 
tions to immediately proceed with the construc- 
tion of forty large-sized first-class freight en- 
rines, to be completed during February and 
March, 1878. It is stated, in a letter received 
from Mr. Parry a few days ago, that the Russian 
Government has absorbed nearly all the 
railway plant for war purposes, and that it is 
being rapidly used up and destroyed in that 
ruinous service. Meanwhile, the largest cro 
of wheat ever raised in Southern Russia 
Bulgaria is rotting in the bins for need of 
transportation. This wheat, which usually 
finds an outlet from the Black Sea ports, will 
have to be transported by rail to the Baltic 
ports, and about 300 new engines will De re- 
quired at once. A large proportion of these 
will, however, be built in Europe. The engines 
to be built at the Baldym Locomotive Works 
will cost upwards of $500,000, and in their con- 
struction employment will be given to 800 
men in addition to the force of 1,100 men now 
employed in the works.

Four thousand people were present from 
Monroe and adjoining counties, and many from 
North Carioma. 

At 9 o’clock Monday night Hunt attempted 
suicide by an overdose of morphine. His 
mother and brother, who visited him 
that night, probably furnished the drug. 
He was discovered about 2 a. m., and, 
by the aid of emetics and a stomach-pump, bis life 
was saved, but be had not entirely recovered 
from its effects when be was hung. He said 
privately that he was guilty, but made no talk. 
On the scaffold he said he was prepared 
to die. The assemblage was addressed 
by Sheriff Warren appropriately, he regretting 
to perform the saddest duty of his life. A 
letter written by Hunt was read at his request, 
asking his friends and brothers to prepare to 
meet him. He uttered an inaudible prayer 
after bidding his friends good-by, and died in 
seven minutes with little struggle. He main- 
tained a stolid indifference during the affecting 
scene of parting. with his mother, aged 
60. A demonstration was expected, and a 
squad of moynted men, including Hunt’s 
brothers,rode round the jail frequently, but was 
finally dispersed by the Sheriff. Bar-rooms were 
closed at the request of the citizens. Every- 
thing was quiet and orderly, notwithstanding 
the vast crowd. The body was given to the 
brothers, who conveyed it to the burial-place in 
the eastern portion of Mohroe County. 

An attempt had Been made to have his sen- 
tence commuted to imprisonment for life,—the 
plea being that be was insane; but, in view of 
the strong testimony showing that he acted in 
his right mind, Gov. Porter deemed it his duty 
not to interfere with the course of the law, and 
beyond a respite from the 20th day of November. 
which was the time originally appointed, to 
this date, he would take no further action. 

Jack Hunt was a young man of fine 
physical development, stood some five 
feet ten inches, and weighed between 170 
and 175 pounds. His countenance was 
a pleasant one, and, seen casually, would never 
have been connected with that of a criminal. 
He was about W years of age. The story of the 
unnatural murder, as brought out by the testi- 
mony, is as follows: 

Some time in the fall of 1874, Jack Hunt mar- 
ried a young and pretty woman named Margaret 
Ann Davis, daughter of Clem Davis, a poor, 
hard-working tenant on the elder Hunt’s farm. 
After the marriage of his daughter, Davis 
moved to North Carolina, and the young folks 
livea by themselves. They soon began to quar- 
rel, and the youvg husband beat and cruelly 
mistreated the girl-wife. She threatened to leave 
him, and they both made a visit to her 
father in North Carolina. After their return 
they fell into the old way of disputing, and the 
husband was more severe than ever. On the 
morning of the 19th of July, or thereabouts, 
whenthe couple hed been married some eight 
or ten months, Margaret went over to the home 
of Jack’s sister, and, from appearances, the lat- 


terjudged that she and Jack had “ been at it“ 
again. John Farmer, the sister's husband, left 
thet wo women together. and went tothespring, 
some half or three-quarters of a mile distant. 
Presently Jack Hunt came, and his sister said to 
them both that they were a queer couple. Jack 
“Why, what has Margaret been telling 
Mrs. Farmer said, “Nothing of any 
— pnp Jack then asked his wife why 
she did not go home. She replied that she 
would go “ when she got ready.“ At this an- 
swer, Jack drew a pistol and fired at her,wound- 
ing ber in the wrist. Ail three persons then 
got up, and Mrs. Farmer and Jack ran out into 
the yard, while wounded woman stumbied to 
the door, caught the door-facings, and said, 
**Don’t leave me!“ Jack now fired again, this 
time hitting his wife between the ribs,—the 
ball passing entirely through her body and 
lodging in the door. woman fell, and, as 
Farmer lifted her up, she said. 
rm gone!“ Mrs. Farmer 
vised 


had heard the firing, hastened back home and 
found the unfortunate woman a corpse. Jack 
had tled, not daring to linger at the scene of his 
dastardly act. An inquest was held, and Jack 
arrested. He was asked why he did the dead, 
and said that his wife was dead and could not 
tell, and he would not. At another time he said 
he reckoned Ihe Devil made him do it.“ 
Farmer talked to him, and asked him where he 
got the boots he had on. He told ong story, 
end then said that was not so0,—he 
had gotten them in Madisonville. Then he 
said he supposed he would have to die for the 
crime he had committed, and he did not want 
to tell any more lies. 

After his arrest he watvod preliminary exami- 
nation, and was committed to jail. On a 
change of venue he was tried in McMinn Coun- 
ty, and was adjudged guilty of murder in the 
first degree. An appeal was taken in his behalf 
to the Supreme Court at Knoxville, which re- 
sulted in the affirmation of the judgment of 
the lower court, and the appointing of a day 
for execution. A plea brought up on his be- 
half dy his father and brothers 
as witnesses, was insanity. They said 
a severe spell of illness, a year or more belore 
the murder, had left him weak-minded; and 
that they had thought he seemed distrait for 
some time before the awful tragedy. They said 
he would come to see them, and sit apart by 
himeelf, which led them to judge that all was 
not well with him. Another fact they brought 
up was his extreme indifference as to his fate. 
He did not appear anxious to have a trial at all, 
but seemed to accept the fact that death for him 
was inevitable. When he broke jail he would 
make no further attempt to escape justice: 
and, after his first trial, he did not care to have 
an appeal taken. His jaiier testified that he 
would sing aud holler at night in his cell, but 
would stop when requested to do so; and that 
he would 122 cards with the other prisoners, 
and as well as any of them.

A New Way to Borrow Money Commer- 


cial Paper “ Floated” on Ficti- 
tious Securities, 


* 


Four Hundred and Thirty-seven SWares Turn 
Up Bogus in the Hands of the 
Receiver. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Dis Momss, Ia., Dec. 16.—The creditors of 
B. F. Allen are, and have been for a long time, 
prepared for almost any disclosure in his affairs, 
no matter how astounding. It has come to be 
a thing of great expectations. There was quite 
a sensation in town, on Saturday, over the an- 
nouncement that the United States Circuit 
Court had just decided that a large number of 
shares of stock of the Cook-County National 
Bank, issued to T. E. Brown, a well-kvown citizen 
of this city, were of no value,—having been 
issued, in the mild expression of the Court, 
without the authority, knowledge, or consent 
of Mr. Brown.” 

THE HISTORY 
of this little financial transaction runs thus, as 
gathered from the papers on file in the office of 
the Clerk of the Court: 

T. E. Brown was interested in a patent pave- 
ment for streets, and represented the Ballard 
Pavement Company. The Company had a con- 
tract with the City of Memphis for paving 
streets, which finally got into the courts, and, 
of course, the Company failed to realize on 
their contract as expected. They had a quan- 
tity of commercial paper out, which must be 
carried by somebody for a time, and negotia- 
tions were made with B. F. Allen, in 1874, to 
“float this paper for Brown, to the extent of 
$50,000,—the consideration being $15,000. This 
paper came into Allen’s hands when he was 
bard pushed for cash and was “kiting” paper 
extensively to keep his Cook-County ship 
afloat, and a broker must be found to work it 
off. He turned up, aud his name is William P. 
Watson, now Bank Examiner in Chicago. 

Mr. Allen, as the President of several private 
banks in Iowa, could legitimately indorse this 


paper as an individual, and thus give it credit. 
— he reasoned, and, with this mental reserva- 
tion, 
HE INDORSED THE PAPER 
in his Cook-County National Bank; at least, 
such is the presumption. His broker found no 
trouble in disposing of it thus indorsed ; but, in 
scattering it about Illinois and Iowa, some of it 
fell into banks which were correspondents of 
the Cook-County National Bank; and the 
‘yanks, seeing Mr. Allen’s name on the back, 
very naturally hastened to inquire of Mr. Allen 
if he was in the habit, as President of the Cook- 
County National Bank, of indorsing individually 
paper for ayybody and everybody that came 
along; and to ask him to explain why this was 
thus. He found the plan wouldn't work well; 
that it was hurting his Cook-County Bank; and 
he changed his tactics a little. He had in his 
possession bonds of the Des-Moines Gas Com- 
ny,—of what issue is not shown in this case. 
henceforth, when this commercial paper was 
to be placed, a certain number of shares of stock 
of the Gas Company were issued to T. E. 
Brown, and passed over to Mr. Watson with 
the paper, to be used as collaterals. At other 
and divers times, certificates of stock of the 
Cook-County National Bank were issued to Mr. 
Brown, and—the assignment thereon being in 


blank, A 

SIGNED r. E. BROWN— 
wore passed over to Watson, alwavs by Mr. Al- 
len in person. The genuineness of Mr. Watson's 
signature was attested by Watson, in legible 
and clerkly style, on the southwest corner 
thereof. 

With these securities, the commercial paper 
of Brown was floated until the Cook-County 
Bank went > 

When A. H. Burley, as Receiver of the bank, 
began to close up its affairs, he found 
upon the stock-book of the bank 
shares in the name of T. E. Brown, 
representing $43,700. In November last he 
tiled a petition in the United States Circuit 
Court here, ia which he claims that Brown is 
the owner of said stock, and, is such, is indebdt- 
ed to the bank thereon to the amount of $438,700. 

Mr. Brown. for answer, denied the allegations 
n the petition; and the case was heard before 
Judge Love. The certificates of stock ip ques- 
tion wore put in as exhibits. They are lar 
on the face, issued to T. E. Brown, and the as- 
Iignment is left blank gn the back, but signed 
1. K. brown. Attest: William P. Watson.“ 
On the face the following clause has a red line 
drawn through it: Not transferable to any 
stockholder liable to this Assuciation as prin- 
val. debtor, or otherwise, without consent of 
the Board of Directors.’’ 

Mr. brown, in his testimony, says he never 
purchased any stock of the bank, nor authorized 
avy one to purchase it in his name; that he 
knew notbing of the issuance of such stock; 
that the signatures on the certificates 

ARE NOT Bis; 
and that they were placed there without his 
knowledge, authority, or consent. 

Mr. Burley attempted to prove the genuine- 
ness of the signature by comparison of hand- 
writing, but he failed to establish it. 

As Mr. Watson’s name appears on the certifi- 
cates as witness to the signature of T. E. Brown, 
he was called on to explain. He says that he is 
a broker in Chicago, and as such sold Baliard- 
Pavement-Company or Brown’s paper; that Al- 
len at first individually indorsed it, until he found 
it wouidn’t do, when he 4 to put up col- 
laterals, and suggested Des-Moines Gas Com- 
pany stock and Cook-County National Bank 
stock. The query arose asto whether it was 
wise to use the bank-stok for such purpose in 
Alien’s name, and it was decided that it 
wouldn’t work, and the stock was put up in the 
name of Brown; but Allen said that Brown did 
not own it, and had no interest in it. When 
the Gas Company stock was used, it was in 
Brown’s name. The signature of the transfer 
wag made at the Cook-County Bank; and, on 
one or two occasions, he (Watson)

and Allen told him (Watson) that he had 
authority to write it. Allen brought the stock 
to him, and attested the signatures of Brown. 
He (Watson) never saw Mr. Brown sign any of 
them, but be supposed the signatures were 
those of Mr. Brown, and de at- 
tested them as his signatures because 
be supposed they were. When asked about 
those attested as genuine which he saw Mr. 
Allen write, be replied that he attested them 
because Mr. Allen told him he had authority 
to write them. Judge Love remarked that it 
was hearsay attestation, and not admissible in 
court. On being shown the certificates, be was 
vf opinion that the signatures ou them were 
made by Mr. Allen. | 

It was not proven who dif sign them, nor 
was it necessary to the point involved in the 
case; but it was conclusively saown that Mr. 
Brown did not. Yet an inspection will reveal a 
very striking similarity in the B“ on these 
certificates and the same letter in the signature 
of B. F. Allen as President on Cook-County 
Bank notes. 

MR. ALLEN WAS CALLED, 
and testified that he, being the owner of a larve 
amount of stock of the Cook-County National 
Bank. issued some of it to T. Kk. Brown to be 
used as collaterals in ‘floating’? Brown’s paper:

The mud blockade has been established again by 
the rains, and the effect is immediately pereeptible 
wm business and financial circles. The shipments 
of hogs to the city have dwindled down, and the 
orders from the interior for currency have corre- 
spondingly fallen away. Applications from interior 
banks for rediscount continue to be received daily 
im considerable amounts. The local offering of 
negotiable paper is only moderate. Packers are 
making heavier calls upon the banks as the season 
progresses, The banks generally confine them- 
selves to meeting the needs of their regular cus- 
tomers. Outside paper is not much in request. 
An indisposition to ‘extend discount lines prevails 
in the present uncertain state of affairs. Profits 
are for the time less regarded than the possession 
of a large proportion of cash means. Rates of 
discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks to regular 
customers; on the street call loans are 7 per cept. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
5000 per $1,000 discount. 

The clearings were $3, 200,000. 

MINE MANAGEMENT ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 

Mines without oreare sometimes more valuable 
on the Pacific Coast than those that have ore. In 
Yellow Jacket and Overman no ore has been 
worked the past year, and the cost to the stock - 
holders was $300,000 only. The Justice during 
the last year hae produced 83, 100. 000 in bullion, 
and yet cost its stockh@ders $1, 050, 000 in assess- 
ments. This result has been reached by thieving 
management. Large quantities of worthless ore 
have been crushed at $12 a ton, and dishonest 
pay-rolle have been kept. The manipulation of 
the stock has been as conscienceless as the manage- 
ment of the mine. The low eof the ores and 
the narrowness of the veins e it impossible to 
pay dividends in any event on more than $500, 000. 
Still, the stock has been raised to $5, 000, 000, and 
has been floated on the market by all kinds of de- 
ceitful tactics. 

PHILADELPHIA MINT COINAGE. 

No gold was coined in the Philadelphia Mint 
during November. The coinage was $400,000 in 
trade dollars. and $611,600 in subsidiary silver. 
No trade dollars were coined at the San Fran- 
cisco Mint during the month. The San Francisco 
Bulletin, noting that no trade dollars were coined 
there, where an export demand for them wouid 
be felt, expresses the opinion that a large part of 
_the trade dollars coimed at Philadelphia have been 
forced into local circulation at the West. in viola- 
tion of the law authorizing the coinage. It calls 
for a Committee of Congress to investigate the

FRACTIONAL CORRENCY. 

The amount of fractional currency canceled was 
on Nov. 1. 1877, $24,561,800. The amount out- 
standing when the work of cancellation began, 
April 1, 1876, was $42,604,900. The amount of 
silver coin paid out up to Nov. 1y/wag $34, 367,900; 
the excess over the amount of tional currency 
canceled ng the issue of silver to take 
the place of $8,083, 573 of fractional currency cal- 
culated to have deen destroyed. The amount of 
‘fractional currency in circulation Dec. 1 was put 
at $9, 950, 448. 

A NOMINAL BOND ENFORCED. 

The Trustees of a New York savings bank, who 
gave their bond to the bank for $100, 000, attempt- 
ed to evade it, when the bank failed. Their plea 
was that they hac received no consideration for it, 
and it was therefore void. The Court has decided 
that the fact that the bond was included in the re- 
ported assets, and so used to deceive the public 
and the Bank Department, makes the Trustees lia - 
ble, and they will consequently have to pay. 

BUSINESS DEP N IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Mundella, M. P., said in a recent address at 
Sheffield that the extent of the business depression 
im Great Britain was much exaggerated. He 
secribed the nard times to the losses Englishmen 
had incurred in their loans to defaulting States. 
These he figured to amount to $1,500,000, 000. 
The loss of income was $100,000,000. Mr. Mun- 
fella predicted a revival of trade more marked

A DISCUSSION 

on the growth and development of the dairy inter- 
est then ensued, Col. K. M. Littler, of Daven- 
port, la.,Secretary of the National Butter, Cheese, 
and Egg Association, opened with some reminis- 
cences of the early part of the century.

the Western men thought they ‘* knew it all.“ 


when they had not even a fair idea of the business. 
The speaker closed with some remarks on oleomar- 
garine not altogether complimentary to it. 


The Secretary announced that the speakers ex- 
pected to take part in the evening session were not 
present. He read the following letter from 

THE HON. HORATIO BEYMOUR 
to the Secretary: 

Utica, Noy. 9.—My Dran Sin: I am sorry that I 
eannot attend the meeting of the Northwestern Dairy- 
men's Association, to be held at Chicago. The ocea- 
sion will be of interest not only to dairymen, but 
will teach all classes of farmers that much Is 
to be geined by acting upon the principles 
which have made the manufacture of butter 
and cheese so successful in this country. I look 
for great advances to be made by our agriculturists 
within the next ten years. We have passed though the 
period of wild speculations, and we have been taught 
wisdom by hard times. We have learned that patient 
industry, bard study. and intelligence are the ouly sale 
reliance to tecure prosperity. f believe that for years 
to come American farmers wil! dismay more of these 
virtues than have ever yet been exhibited ia the world's 
history. it will be our own fault if this is not so. We 
have a grander field for farming operratiogg than can be 
found elsewhere. The great extent of our country, the 
diversi:y of ts productions, the vast distances to which 
we eend what is raised upon our lands, to 
reach the markets of the world, demand unusual intel 
ligence on the part of our agriculturiats. I think that 
our dairymen in many ways have taken the lead by 
their associations, and in their efforts to devise means 


by which they could force their products into foreign 
uiarkets, and beat the farmer of Britain upon their 
own ground. This result has been brought about by dis- 
cussions and by study of everything that relates to their

THE ST. LOUIS BRIDGE.

Mr. W. K. Ackerman, President of the IIII- 
nois Central Railroad Company, has just re- 
turned from his extended trip over the New 
Orleans line. Mr. Ackerman states that the 
business of the line is continually increasing, 
and his Company expects to doa large export 
business via New Orleans before long. 80 
far no arrangement has been made with any 
particular steamship company, but he is confi- 
dent that some line or other will soon find it 
profitable to make regular trips. At present 
there are several independent steamers and a 
number of vessels running between New Orleans 
and European ports, and all of them are doing a 
good business. The Illinois Central Railroad 
Company cannot establish a steamboat line in 
which it has an interest, and must leave it to 
outside parties to establish a line. All the Com- 
pany can do is totake the freight to New 
Orleans, to which pointit proposes to charge 
such low rates as will enable steamers to com- 
pete with the lines running between the East- 
erp sea-ports and Europe. 

An effort is being made by some of the 
Southern and Southeastern railroads to open a 
tra‘ic between the Northwest and the West India 
Islands. A line of steamers has just been es- 
tablished, connecting Savannah with Cuba, the 
boats to leave Cuba every two weeks. The 
rates on flour from Savannah to Cuba will be 
50 cents a barrel, and 40 cents per 100 pounds on 
fourth class. The first boat will leave Savan- 
nah Dec. 21. To draw the attention of the 
shippers of the Northwest to the business pos- 
sibilities in this - direction, arrangements have 
been perfected go that freights can be shipped 
from Chicago and St. uis direct to Cuba. 
The roads which have taken the initiative in 
this movement are the Central of Georgia, and 
the Nashville & Chattanooga. | 

The beavy rains of the last few days have 
r the country roads in such horrible condi- 

jon that no freight can be hauled to the depots, 
and in consequence the railroads are sufferin 
terribly. The managers of the Eastern rail- 
roads are greatly alarmed lest this soft weather 
should continue throughout the winter, and 
thus upset their calculation for a large and 
profitable business which they anticipate on ac- 
count of the big crops which blessed the farmers 
this season. The managers of the Western 
roads look at this condition of things more 
coolly, as they will get the business even after 
the opening of navigation, 

Several of the managers of the Chicago roads 
interested in the live-stock business left for the 
East yesterday to take part in the Managers’ 
meeting, to be held in New York on the 20th of 
this month. Hopes are now expressed that the 
evener-arrangement, which has engendered so 
much opposition in commercial circles throug h- 
out the West, will come to grief, and that some 
other and more acceptable arrangement will be 
adopted in place thereof, 

The scaipers have not been troubled during 
the last two days, and it is hardly probable that 
they will be until after the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Ticket and Passenger Agents’ Association 
of Chicago, which comes off to-day. Arrange- 
ments for a more effective prosecution of the 
scalpers will be made at that time, when they 
may look out for more stormy times than they 
have had during the last two weeks.

THE OPERA. 

Mr. Hess gave us the second of his new operas, 
Ambroise Thomas' Songe d'une Nuit d'Ete, —in 
its English garb, ‘*A Summer Nigut's Dream. 
last evening. It is one of Thomas’ earliest works, 
having been first produced in Paris in 1850. The 
French composer has once before treated Shak- 
speare to a musical setting in his opera of Ham- 


let.“ in which be made the melancholy Dane do 


all manner of absurd things, but in this case he 
has mixed Shakspeare up in all sorts of odd ways. 
The opera is in no sense a setting of The Mid- 
summer Night's Dream, as might be inferred from 
its title, but a fanciful dramatic melange, in which 
appear not only various well-known crea- 
tions of Shakspeare, but Shakespeare himself, 
and some personages not to be found in his works. 
The story is substantially as follows: The motive 
of the opera is the rescue of the tipsy Shakespeare 
from going to the bad in the company of Falstaff 
by Queen Hlicabeth. The latter and Lady Olivia, 
having been overtaken by a storm in Windsor Park, 
seek shelter in the Star and Garter inn, where 
Falstaff is engaged in the congenial occupation of 
intoxicating the Divine William. At last he be- 
comes so drunk that he falle asleep, in which con- 
dition he is taken to Windsor Castle. where, after 
the requisite contrition, he is taken into the 
Cucen's favor and ultimately crowned poet lau- 
reate, The masquerading of the ladies in the 
park occasions a duel between Lord Lati- 
mer. in love with Lady Olivia, and Shak- 
speare, which enrages the Queen who 
is inclined to lay the responsibility upon Fals/aff, 
who of course lies himself out of his troubles. 
Shakespeare, who meanwhile has fallen in love with 
the Queen, is finally persuaded to believe that he 
has been dreaming, which gives the title the work, 
and is satisfied with the laureate’swreath. Such is 
the inconsequential and decidedly Frenchy story, 
The music, altaough at times a little tedious and 
long drawn out, is brilliant in the main, and4in the 
second act, quite graceful and poetical, and even 
sensuous, while that allotted to the Cue en is quite 
ornate in its embellishments. The principal music 
of the fret act is comprised of songs for Falstaff 
aud Latimer, a duet for the QGueew and Olivia, and 
a trio or Falstaff, Olivia, and the 
Queen. The second act opens with 
a foresters’ chorus, which is a very effect 
ive number fer male voices, and the remaining 
music of the act that possesses much interest is 
comprised in the Vision Scena, whichis introduced 
by avery sparkling bit of oravura and is accom- 
panied throughout by very delicate and graceful 
instrumentation. Not much can be said for the 
third act, except that it is introduced by the trio 
fromthe ‘‘Crown Diamonds,” which is a very 
happy thought, asitlightens up what otherwise 
would be a very heavy and dull finale to the work. 

The real labor of the opera was imposed upon 
Mies Melville (Queen), Mr. Castle (Shakspeare), 
and Mr. Peakes (Falstaff). Neither Mr. Turner 
(Lord Latimer) nor Miss Searles (Lady Curia) 
added much to the effectivences of the perform- 
ance. Mies Melville is much better adapted to 
light comedy than to roles like the Queen. 
She sang very pleasantly, and, although there 
were many difficult passages that tired her voice. 
she overcame them with apparent ease, and sang 
her florid music charniingly. In action, she dis- 
played sprightliness§Sand vivacity, and, had the 
redoubtable royal old maid of Shakspeare’s day 
beena naive and mischievons young girl, her 
representation would be entitied to high praise, 
Mr. Castle made up his Shakespeare to resemble 
the conventional portraits, and filled the 
role poe guite as well as Shakspeare 
wou! have done it,—who is reputed 
not to have been an over excellent actor, Mr. 


Peakes’ * was given with considerable 


unction and sufficient swagger, but with less cor- 
M than is usually characteristic of the fat 
‘night on the dramatic stage. Stillit was one of 
Mr. Peakes’ mast effective roles. As a whole, the 
opera may be set down as awery ridiculous and in- 
consequential libretto set to very pretty muste. 
although as compared with Mignon. the only 
other opera of this composer that has been heard 
here, it is an inferior work. This evening VII- 
Jars’ Dragoons’ will be given for the first time in 
this city.

A Crooked-Whisky Case on for 
Trial, 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bankreptey Pre- 
coodings, Ete. : 


Eugene B. Myers fileda dil yesterday against 
Callaghan & Co., M. D. Ewell, and v. B. Dessiow 
to restrain them from publishing the Illinois Re- 
porte. Complainant states that from 1865 to 1868 
he was partner with one H. P. Chandler in the 
law-book publishing business. They bought the 
proprietary right from H. V. Freeman of publizh- 
ing the Illinois Reports, and under that arrange- 
ment copyrighted and printed the thirty- 
second to the thirty-eighth volume in- 
clusive of the Illinois Reports. In 1868 
Chandler sold out to Myers, and the latter then 
went on with the work, publishing the thirty-ninth 
to the forty-sixth volume, inclusive, and copyright- 
ing them, About 1,500 copies of the first seven 
volumes were sold. In July last Callaghan & 
Co. began reprinting the thirty-second to the 
thirty-eighth volume inclusive, imitating very 
closely, and even frequently copying, complain- 
ant’s edition. They have taken the table of cases 
cited, the table of cases decided, the whole opin- 
ions, and the statement of the cases, with immate- 
rial alterations, and incorporated therein the 
new edition. Myers states that, although he may 
not have the exclusive to the matter con- 
tained in the opinons, yet he nas the exclusive 
right oy his copyright to publish the head-notes 
and syllabus, to the ——— of the pages 


e tables of cases ted and cases 
decided, to the a ment of the decisions as ac- 
companied by head-notes, stipulations, efrors 
assigned, instructions, and indices, so that they 
cannot be used by others without violation of law. 
Callaghan & Co. even have recognized this, for 
they have offered to buy his copyright, but unsue- 
cessfully. The defendants threaten to republish 
the remaining volumes of which he owns the copy- 
right, which will cause bim great pecuni damage 
and loss, the copyright being worth $20, 600. He, 
therefore, asks for an injunction to prevent them 
from doing this, and for a decree compelling them 
to sarrender all the books printed and to account 
for all the profits made. 

With the bill were fled the affidavit of Robert 
Fergus, the well-known printer, who testified that 
last summer be was in the office of David roe 
in Madison, Wis., and saw some printers at wor 
using as copy parts of the thirty-fifth volume of 
the Llinois Lat Gideon L. Barber, J. D. 
Adair, and E. J. Hill testified that they had com- 
pared the two editions of the thirty-second to 
the thirty-eighth volumes of reports, published by 
Myers and Callaghan, respectively, and found the 
later edition almost a copy of the original. 

KILIAN BROTHERS. 

Judge Blodgett was engaged yesterday in hearing 
a case brought by the United States inst Adam 
and Justus Kilian, trading as Kilian others, to 
recover double the amount of the tax due on 
seventy-mine barrels of crooked whisky, which 
they boughtin the 4 of 1875. It seems 
that at that time O. H. Bunker and one Rogers. 
were running a crooked distillery at Middletown, 
Wis., and a crooked rectifying house in Madison. 
They sold fifty barrels of whisky to Kilian 
Brothers at 20 cents on the gallon 
below market price. These twenty-nine barrels 
more were #hipped at the same price. The amount 
due on the whoie lot is about $6,700. One of the 
chief witnesses was C. H. Bunker, who was ex- 
amined yesterday, and who gave an interesting 
narrative of the desperate efforts made +g Rien 
Bros. to get him out of the way when case 
should be called for trial. He went to Kansas to 
get out of reach, apd while there an unknown per- 
son came to him with a letter of introduction from 
that far-famed but rather mythical individual, 
Mr. Dusenbury. No were mentioned. 
and the unknown fully refrained from 
giving his card, but he pressed on the 
witness the sum of $100, and urgently invited him 
to visit Canada for a few weeks, and by all means 
to steer clear of the wicked City of Chicago. But 
the only condition on which he could leave his bust - 
ness of railroading, in which he was then e ed, 
was by raising $15, 000 with which to pay the labor- 
ers, and thus save his partner the necessity of com- 
ing here. So, contrary to instructions, Bunker 
came here, astonished Justus Kilian by suddenly 
dropping in on him, and asked a loan of $15, 000, 
stating the circumstances. Kilian promised to give 
it, with the guarantee of Mr. Dane. the Treasurer 
of the railroad, and again urged Banker to try the 
climate of Canada. The latter did so, but found 
that Kilian did not keep his promise, and therefore 
came back here and squeal The case is still on 
trial, and will occupy all day.

The Constables of Cook County held an ad- 
journed meeting yesterday at Justice Haines’ 
Court, corner of Madison and LaSalle streets. 
Constable G. W. Deal was called to the chair, 
and Constable Mack was made Secretary. After 
all the persons not interested had been excluded 


from the room the roll was called, and twenty- 
three officers answered to their names. 
The Chair asked fora statement of the object of 
the meeting. 
Genstabie Kehler said that they were to take 
some action in re toa refutation of the impu- 
tations which had been heaped upon the Constables 
by the press since the death of McElligott. An 
escaped convict from the Penitentiary could not, 
in his opinion, have been more abused or treated 
more harshly. He thought the press did not 
know much about the Constables, but based 
eir statements upon the failings of a few officers. 
t t that they should instruct the press. 
He admitted that there had been cases of abuse 
and malfeasance in office, and said that all officers 
should know their duty as prescribed by law. In 
his opinion, shyster lawyers were accountable for 
more than half the constabulary troubles, because 
they often gave wrong advice as to the powers and 
duties of the officers.

CONFERENCE WITH THE LINCOLN PARK con- 
MISSIONERS. 
A committee of the North Side Citizens’ Union, 
including Messrs. Volney C. Turner, George E.

The idea of the Committee, as briefly expressed 
to Mr. Winston, was that the proposed. break- 
water, Which is an absolute necessity for the pro- 
tection of the park front, should be constructed 
about 400 feet out in the lake. The space thus 
sheltered would afford a splendid practicing course 
for rowing boats, and the different barge and boat- 
ing clubs would gladly avail themselves of the ad- 
vantages onered. At present the improvements are 
being made oa the Holland plan, tat of protect- 
we the shore by means of basket work. Mr. 
Winston said that the greatest Objection to his 
mind would be the extra cost necessary if a break- 
water were to be built. The present system was 
calculated to cost $30.000, while a breakwater 
could not be built for less than twice that amount. 
Like almost everybody else, the Commissioners 
were short of funds, and this consideration was a 
very important one. He was not op- 
pored to the lan, believing, as the 
Committee did, that it would be a public improve 
ment, but could not tell how the money was to be 
raised. e Committee then retired, agreeing to 
present their case to the Board at its next meeting, 
which will be held between Christmas and New- 
Year's.
